But the com- 
modities and profits of the countrey, together with the 
fitneſſe of plantation, being by ſome honourable Gen- 
tlemen of good woorth and qualitie, and Merchants of 
good ſufficiency and iudgement duly conſidered, haue 
at their owne charge ( intending both their priuate and 
the common benefit of their countrey ) vndertaken the 
tranſporting of a Colony for the plantation thereof; be- 
ing much encouraged thereunto by the gracious W

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TO THE RE A DER 
of the Kix Gs Mares rr himſelfe, and diuers Lords 
of his Highneſſe moſt Honourable Priuie Councell. 
After chele purpoſed deſignes ere concluded, I was a- 
nimated to publith this briefe Relation, and not before ; 
becauſe ſome forrein Nation (being fully aſſured oftie 
fruitfulneſſe of the countrie) haue hoped hereby to gaine 
lome knowledge of the place, ſeeingthey could not al- 
lure our Captaine or any ſpeciall man of our Company 
to combine . ith them tor their direction, nor ohtaine 
their purpoſe, in conueying au ay our Saluages , hich 
Vas buſily in practiſe. And this is the cauſe that I haue 
neither written of the latitude or variation moſt exactly 
obſerued by our Captaine with ſundrie inſtruments, 
which together with his perfect Geogtapli call M: of 
the countrey, he entendeth hereafter to ſer forth. I 1aue 
likewiſe purpoſedly omitted here to adde a collection of 
many words in their language to the number of toure or 
fue hundred, as alſo the names of diuers of their gouer- 
nours, aſw ell their friends as their enemies; being reſer- 
ued to be made knowen for the benefit of thoſe that (hal 
goe in the next Voyage. But our particular proceedings 
in the whole Diſcouerie, the commodious ſituation of 
the Riuer, the fertilitie of the land, with the profits there 
to be had, aud here reported, I refer to be verified by the 
whole Company, as being eye-witneſſes of my words, 
and moſt of them neere inhabitants vpon the Thames. 
So with my prayers to God for the conuerſion of ſo in- 
genious and well diſpoſed people, and for the proſpe- 
rous ſucceſſiue euents of the noble intenders the proſe-

reaſon the winde continued Southwardly, we were bea⸗ 
ten vp and downe : but on Saturday the 16 day about 
fonre a clecke after non we put into Dartmouth Hauen, 
where the continuance of the winde at South # South- 
weſt confkrained vs to ride till the laſt of this moneth, 
There we fhipped.ſome of our men, and ſupplied necella⸗ 
ries foʒ our Ship and Uopage.

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ages haue bene manned fozth with better Sea men ge- 
nerally in reſpect of our ſmall number. 

Munday the next day, being the firſt of Apꝛill, by ſire 
a clocke in the mozning we were fire leagues South- 
South-Eaſt from the Lizarde. | 

At two a clocke in the afternone this dap,the weather 
being very faire, ourCaptaine fo2 his owne experience 
and others with him ſounded , and had ſire and fiftie fa- 
thoms and a halfe. The founding was ſome ſmall blacke 
perrie ſand, ſome reddiſh ſand, a match oz two, with 
ſmall ſhels called Saint James his Shels. 

The foureteenth of Apzill being Sundap, betwerne 
nine and ten of the clocke in the mozning our Captaine 
deſcried the Jland Cueruo: which bare South-Weſt and 
by Meſt, about ſeuen leagues from ds: by eleuen of the 
clocke we deſcried Flores to the Southward of Cueruo, 
as it lieth : by foure a clocke in the afternone we bzought 
Cueruo due South from vs within two leagues of the 
ſhoꝛe, but we touched not, becauſe the winde was faire, 
and we thought our ſelues ſufficiently watered and 
wooded, | 

Beere our Capfaine obſerued the Sunne, and found 
himſelle in the latitude of 40 degrees and 7 minutes: ſo 
he iudged the Nozthpart of Cueruo to be in 40 degrees. 

After we had kept our courſe about a hundꝛed leagues 
from the Jlands, by continuall Southerlp windes we 
wore fozced and d2inen from the Southward , whither 
we firft intended. And when our Captaine by long bea⸗ 
ting ſaw it was but in vaine to ſtriue with windes , not 
knowing Gods purpoſes herein to our further bleſſing, 
(which after by his eſpectall direction we found) he 
thought beſt to and as nigh as he tould by the winde to 
recouer what land we might firſt diſcouer. 

Mundap, the 6 of Map, being in the latitude of; and 
a haife about ten a docke afoze none, we came to a riplin, 
which we diſcerned a head our ſhip , which is a bꝛeach of 
water cauled either by a tall, oz by ſome meting of cur- 

rents, 


North part of Vrg nia. 
rents, which we iudged this to be; fo2 the weather being 
very faire, and a ſmall gale of winde, we ſounded and 
found no ground in a hund zed kathoms. 

MPundap, the 13 of Pap, about eleuen a clocke afoze 
none, our Captaine, iudging we were not farre from 
land, ſounded, and had a ſoft 8aze in a hundzed and ſixty 
fathomes. At fowꝛe a clocke after none we ſounded a⸗ 
gaine, and had the ſame oaze in a hundzed fathoms. 

From 10 a clocke that night till thz& a clocke in the 
mo2ning, our Captaine toke in all ſailes and lap at hull, 
being deſirous to fall with the land in the dap time, be⸗ 
cauſe it was an vnknowen coaſt, which it pleaſed God 
in his mercy to grant vs, otherwiſe wehad run our ſhip 
vpon the hidden rockes and periſhed all. Foz when we 
ſet ſaile we ſounded in 100 fathoms:and by eight a clock, 
hauing not made aboue fiue oz fir leagues, our Captaine 
vpon a ſudden change of water ( ſuppoſing verily he ſaw 
the ſand) pꝛeſentlp ſounded , and had but fiue fathoms. 
Much maruelling becauſe we ſaw no land, he ſent one to 
the top, who thence deſcried a whitiſh ſandy cliffe, which 
bare Meſt- Nozth-UWeft about ſir leagues off from vs: 
but comming neerer within thze oz fow2e leagues, we 
ſaw many bzeaches ſtill neerer the land: atlaſt we eſpi⸗ 
ed a great bꝛeach a head vs al along the ſhoze, into which 
befoze we ſhould enter our Captaine thought beſt to hoiſe 
out his ſhip boate and ſound it. Which ifhe had not done, 
we had beene in great danger: foz he bare vp the ſhip, as 
nere as he durſt after the boate : vntill Thomas Cam, 
his mate, being in the boat, called to him to tacke about 
& ſtand off, foz in this bꝛeach he had very ſhowld water, 
two fathoms and leſſe vpon rockes, and ſometime they 
ſuppoſed they ſaw the rocke within thz& oz fowze fote, 
whereon the ſea made a very ſtrong bzeach : which we 
might diſcerne (from the top) to run along as we failed 
byit 6 oz 7 leagues to the @Southward. This was in the 
latitude of 41 degrees , 20 minuts : wherefoze we were 


conſtrained fo put backe againe from the land: and ſoun- 
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ding, (the weathor being very faire and aſmall winde) 
we found our ſelues embaied with continuall ſhowldes 
and rockes in a moſt vncertaine ground, from five o2 fire 
fathoms, at the next caſt of the lead we ſhould haue 15 + 
18 fathoms. Ouer many which we paſſed , and God ſo 
bleſſed vs, that we had wind and weather as faire as 
p@2e men in this diſtreſſe could wiſh: whereby we both 
perfealy diſcerned cucry beach, and with the winde 
were able to turne, where we ſaw moſt hope os ſafeſt paſ- 
ſage; Thus we parted from the land, which we had not 
ſo mach befoze deſired, and at the firſt ſight reioiced, as 
now we all joifully pꝛaiſed God, that it had pleaſed him 
to deliuer vs from ſo imminent danger. 

Here we found great ſtoꝛe of excellent Cod fiſh , and 
ſaw many Whales, as we had done two oz the daics 
befoze. | 

Me ſfood off all that night, and the next dap being 
Wedneſdays but the wind ſtill continuing betwenthe 
points of South South-Weſt, and Meſt South -Ueſt: 


ſo as we tould not make any way to the Southward, in

regard of our great want of water and wod (which was 
now ſpent) we much deſired land, and therefoze ſought 
foꝛ it, where the wind would beſt ſuffer vs to refreſh our 
ſelues. 

Thurſday, the 16 of Bay, we ſtad in direalp with the 
land, and much maruelled we deſcried it net, wherein 
we found our ſea charts very falſe , putting land where 
none is. 

Friday, the 17 of Map, about ſixe aclocke at night we 
deſcried the land, which bare from vs Nozth- Nozth- 
Caſt; but becauſe it blew a greatgale of winde, the ſea 
verp high, and nere night, not fit to come vpon an vn⸗ 
knowen coaſt, we ſtod off fill two a clocke in the moz⸗ 
ning, being Saturday : then ſtanding in with it againe, 
we deſcried it by eight a clocke in the moꝛning, bearing 
Nozth-Calt from vs. It appeared a meane high land, 
as We after found it, being but an Jland of ſome ſir miles 
in 
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in compaſſe, but J hope the moſt foztunate ener pet diſcy- 
ucred, About twelue a clocke that dap, we came to an 
anker on the No2th ſide of this Jland , about a league 
from the ſhoꝛe. About two a clocke our Captaine with 
twelue men rowed in his ſhip-boat to the ſhoze, where 
we made no long (tay , butladed our boat with dzy wood 
of oide trees vpon the ſhoze fide, and returned to our ſhip, 
where we rode that night. 

This Jlandis wodp, growen with Firre, Birch,Dke 
and Berch, as farre as we ſaw along the ſhoze ; and ſo 
likely to be within. Dn the verge grow Goſeberries, 
Strawberries,UUuld: peaſe, and Mild roſe buſhes. The 
water iſſued foꝛth downe the Rocky cliffes in many pla⸗ 
ces: and much fowle ofdiuers kinds bz&ed vpon the ſhoze 
and rocks. 

While we were at ſhoze , our men abozd with a few 
hoks got aboue thirty great Cods and Padocks , Which 
gaue vs a taſte of the great plenty of fiſh which we found 
afterward whereſoeuer we went vpon the coaſt, 

From hence we might diſcerne the maine land from 
the Uefſt-South-TUelt to the Gaſt- Nozth-Eaft , and a 
great way (as it then (@med , and as we after found it) 
vp into the maine we might diſcerne very high moun⸗ 
taines, though the maine ſ@med but low land; which 
gaue vs a hope it would pleaſe God fo direc vs to the 
diſcoueric of ſome god; although wee were dziuen by 
winds farre from that place, whither (both by our direct- 
on and deſire) we euer intended to ſhape the courſe ok our 
voyage. 

The nert dap, being Whit-Sunday; betauſe we rode 
to much open to the ſea and windes, we weyed anker a⸗ 
bout twelue a clocke, and came along to the other Jlands 
mo2e adiopning to the maine, and in the rode direalp 
with the mountaines, about the leagues from the firſt 
Fland where we had ankered. 

When we came nere vnto them (founding att along 
15 in 


Whitlund y. 
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in a god depth) our Captaine manned his ſhip - boat and 
ſent her befoze with Thomas Cam one of his Hates, 
whom he knew to be of god experience, to ſound # ſearch 
betweene the Jlands fo2 a place ſafe foz our ſhippe to ride 
in; in the meane while we kept alofe at ſea, hauing giuen 
them in the boat a token to weffe in the ſhip, ik he found a 
conuenient Harbour; which it pleaſed God to ſend vs, 
farre beyond our expectation, in a moſt ſafe birth defen⸗ 
ded from all windes , in an excellent depth of water fo; 
ſhips of any kurthen, in ſir, ſcuen, eight, nine, and ten fa⸗ 
thoms vpon a clay oaze very tough. 

We all with great toy pꝛaiſed God fo2 his vnſpeaka⸗ 
ble gadneſſe,who had from ſo apparent danger delivered 
vs, i direded vs vpon this day into ſo ſecure an Harbour: 
in remembꝛante wherot we named it Pentecoſt-harbor, 
we arriuing there that day out of our laſt Yarboz in Eng- 
land, from whence we ſet ſaile vpon Eaſterday. 

About foure a clocke, after we were ankered and well 
mo2ed, our Captaine with halfe a dozen of our Company 
went on ſhoꝛe toſeke freſh watering , and a conuenient 
place to ſet together a pinneſſe, which we bzought in pie⸗ 
ces out of England : both which we found very fitting. 

Upon this Jland,as alſo vpon the fozmer, we found (at 
our firſt comming to ſhoze) where fire had bene made: 
and about the place were very greategge ſhelles bigger 
than goſe egges, ſiſh bones, and as we tudged, the bones 
of ſome beatt. | 

Herre we eſpied Cranes ſtalking on the ſhoꝛe of a little 
Jland adiopning; where we alter ſaw they vſed to bꝛerd. 

VWhitlun-munday, the 20 day of ap, veryegrly in 
the moꝛuing, our Captaine caufed the pieces of the pin⸗ 
nelle to be carried a ſhoze, where while ſome were buficd 
about her, others digged welles to receiue the freſh wa⸗ 
ter, which we found iſſuing downe out ofthe land in ma⸗ 
ny places. Mere J can not omit (foꝛ foliſh feare of im- 
putation of flatterp) the painfull induſtry of our Cap- 
taine 
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taine, who as at lea he is alwayes mot carelull and vi⸗ 
gilant, ſo at land he reſuſeth no paines; but his labour 
was euer as much oꝛ rather moꝛe than any mans: which 
not only encourageth others with better content, but al- 
ſo effecteth much with great expedition. 

In digging we found excellent clay foz bꝛicke q tile. 

The next day we finiſhed a well of gov and holeſome 
cleere water in a great empty caſke, which we left there. 

e cut yards, waſte trees, and many neceſſaries foz our 
ſhip, while our Carpenter and Coper laboured to fit and 
furniſh fo2th the ſhallop. 

This day our boat went out about a mile from our d £5... 
ſhip, and in (mall time with two oz thzee hoks was fiſh- 
ed ſuffictently foꝛ our whole Company thre dapes, with 
great Cod, Yaddocke, and Tho2nebacke. 

And towards night we d2ew with a mall net oftwen⸗ Abus dance 
ty fathoms very nigh the ſhoze : we got about thirty ve⸗ ol mary goos 
ry god and great Lobſters, many Rockfiſh, ſome Plaiſe, hes 
and other ſmall ſhes , and fiſhes called Lumpes , verie 
pleaſant to the taſte : and we generally oblerned, that all 
the fiſh, of what kinde ſocuer we toke, were well fed, fat, 
and ſwert in taſte. 

Wedneſday , the 22 of May, we ſelled and cut wod 
fo2 our ſhips vſe, cleanſedand ſcoured our wels, and dig⸗ 
ged a plot of ground, wherein, amongſt ſome garden 
ſeds, we ſowed peaze and barley, which in üxtten dayes Cotnc ſou ed. 
grew eight inches aboue ground; and ſo continued 
growing euer day halfe an inch, although this was but 
the cruſt of the ground, and much inkerioz to the mould 
we after found in the maine. 

Friday, the 24 of Bay, after we had made an end ol 
cutting wod, and carping water aboꝛd our ſhippe, with 
fouretene Shot and Pikes wemarched about and thos 
row part of two of the lands; the bigger of which we 
iudged to be foure oz fine miles in compaſſe , and a mile 
bꝛoad.

as our Ctirurgeon and others affirmed they neuer ſaw 

ſo god in England. We pulled off much Gumme congea⸗ 

led on the outſide ofthe barke,which ſmelled like Frank- 

incenſe. This would be a great benefit foz making 
Tarre and Pitch. 

We ſt aped the longer in this place, not only becauſe of 
our god Harbour (which is an excellent comfozt) but be⸗ 
cauſe every day we did moꝛe and moꝛe diſcouer the plea⸗ 
ſantfruitfulnefſe ; inſomuch as many of our Companie 
wiſhed themſelues ſetled here, not expecting any further 
hopes, oꝛ better diſcouerp to be made. 

Here our men found abundance of great muſcets a- 
mong the rocks; and in ſome ofthem many ſmall Pearls: 
and in one muſcell ( which we dzew vp in our net) was 


' found fouretene J dearles, whereofone of pꝛety bigneſſe 


and oztent: in another aboue fiftie (mail Pearles: and if 
we 
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we had had a Dꝛag, no doubt we had found ſome of great 
valew, ſeeing theſe did certainly ſhew, that heerre they 
were bꝛed: the ſhels all gliſtering with mother ofPearie. 

Wedneſday, the 25 dap, our ſhallop being now finilh⸗ 
ed, and our Captaine and men furniſhed to depart with | 
hir from the ſhip : we ſet vp a croſſe on the ſhoze ſide vpon . 
the rockcs, 

Thurſdap, the 0 of Map, about ten a clock afoze non, 
our Captaine with 1 3 men moꝛe, in the name of God, 
and with all eur paaiers fog their pꝛoſperous diſcouerie, 
and ſafe returae, departed inthe ſhallop : leauing the ſhip 
in a god harbour, which befoze J mentioned, well mozed, 
and manned with 1.4 men, 


This day, about fiue a clocke in the afternone , we in The Sawuages 
the ſhippe eſpicd thz&e Canoas comming towards vs, e hritto 


which went to the iland adioining, where they went a 
ſhoze, and very quickly had made a fire, about which 
they ſtod beholding our ſhip: to whom we made ſignes 
with our hands and hats, weffing vnto them to tome 
vnto vs, becauſe we had not ſeene any ofthe people pet. 
They ſent one Canoa with thzee men, one ok which, 
when they came nere vnto vs, ſpake in his language 
very lowd and very boldly: ſeeming as though he would 
know why we were there, and by pointing with his oare 
towards the ſea, we contecured he ment we ſhould be 
gone. But when we ſhewed them kniues and their vſe, 
by cutting of ſtickes and other trifles, as combs and glaſ⸗ 
ſes, they came cloſe aboard our ſhip, as deſirous to enter⸗ 
taine our friendſhip. To theſe we gane ſuch things as 
we pcrcetued they liked, when wer ſhewed them the vie: 
bꝛacelete, rings, peacocke feathers, which they ſtucke 
in their haire, and Tabacco pipes. Aſter their departure 
to their tompanp on the ſhoze, pꝛeſentlp came foure o- 
ther in another Canoa : to whom we gaue as to the foz⸗ 
mer, vſing them with as much kindnes as we could, 

The Hape ef their body is berp pꝛopoꝛtionable. thep 
are wel countenanced, not very tal noz big, but in ature

Their boats, 
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like to vs: they paint their bodics with blacke, their ka⸗ 
ces, ſome with red, ſonie with blacke, and ſome with 
blew. 

Their clothing is Beauers ſkins,or Deares ſhins, caſt 
ouer them like a mantle, and hanging downe fo their 
knees, made faſt together vpon the ſhoulder with leather: 
ſome of them had lleues, moſt had none: ſome had bus- 
kins of ſuch leather tewed : they haue beſides a peece 67 
Beauers (kin betweene their legs, made ſaft about their 
waſte, to couer their pꝛiuities. 

They ſuffer no haire to grow on their ſaces, but on 
their head very long and verpblacke, which thoſe that 
haue wines, binde vp behinde with a leather ſtring, in a 
long round knot. 

They ſeemed all very ciuill and merrie: ſhewing to⸗ 
kens of much thankefulneſſe , fo2 thoſe things we gaue 
them. We found them then (as aſter) a people of excee- 
ding god inuention, quicke vnderſtanding and readie 
capacitie. 

Their Canoas are made without any iron, of the bark 
of a birch tree, ſtrengthened within with ribs and hops 
of wed, in ſo god faſhion , with (ſuch excellent ingenious 
art, as they are able to beare ſeuen oꝛ eight perſons, far 
exceeding any in the Indies. 

One of their Canoas came not to vs, wherein we 
imagined their women were: of whom they are (as all 
Saluages) verp iealous. 

When J ſigned vnto them they ſhould goe icepe , be⸗ 
cauſe it was night, they vnderſtod pꝛeſently, and poin⸗ 
ted that at the ſhoze , right againſt our ſhip , they would 
ſtay all night: as they did, 

The next mo2ning very early, came one Canoa aboꝛd 
vs againe with thz&e Saluages , whom we caſily then 
enticed into our ſhip , and vader the decke: where we 
gaue them pozke, fiſh, bꝛead and peaſe, all which they 
did eat: and this J noted , they would eat nothing raw, 
either ſich oꝛ fleſh, They maruelled much and much lw⸗ 
ked 
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ked vpon the making of our canne and kettle, ſo they did 
at a h:ad-pece and at our guns, of which they are moſt 
fe arefull, and would fall flat downe at the repozt of them. 
At their departure à ſigned vnto them, that ifthey would 
b:1ng me ſuch (ſkins as they wars J would gine them 
kniues, and ſuch things as 3 ſaw they molt liked, which 
the chieke of them pꝛomiſed to do by that time the Sunne 
ſhould be beyond the middeſt of the firmament; this JI did 
to bꝛing them to an vnderſtanding of exchange, and that 
they might conceiue the intent of our comming to them 
to be foꝛ no other end. 

About 10 a clocke this day we deſcried our Shallop 
returning toward vs, which ſo ſone as we eſpied, we 
certainly toniedured our Captaine had found ſome bnex- 
pected harbour, further vp towards the maine to bzing 
the ſhip into, o2 ſome riuer; knowing his determination 
and reſolution .not ſo ſuddenly elſe to make return: which 
when they came neerer they expꝛeſſed by ſhoting vol- 
leies ofſhot ; and when they were come within Pusket 
ſhot, they gaue vs a volley and haled vs, then we in 
the ſhippe gaue them a great pece and haled them. 

Thus we welcomed them, who gladded vs exceeding⸗ 
ly with their ioikull relation of their happie diſcouerie, 
which ſhall appeare in the ſequele. And we likewiſe 
gaue them cauſe of inutuall toy with vs, in diſcourſing of 
the kinde ciuility we found in a people, where we little 
expeded any ſparke of humiamity.. 

Our Captaine had in this ſmall time diſconered vp a 
great riuer, trending alongſt into the maine about fozty 
miles. The pleaſantneſſe whereof, with the ſafety of 
harbour for ſhipping, together with the fertility of ground 
and other fruits, which were generally by his whole 
company related, J omit, till J repoꝛt ofthe whole diſco- 
uery therein after perkoꝛmed. F02 by the bzeadth,”depth 
and ſtrong fled, imagining it to run far vp into the land, 
he with ſped returned, intending to flanke his light ho2l- 


man foꝛ arrowes, leaſt it might happen that the * 
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part ofthe river ſhould be narrow, and by that meanes 
ſubtec to the volley of Saluages on either ſide eut ofthe 
wods. 

Untill his returne, our Captaine leſt on ſhoare where 
he landed in a path ( which ſæmed to be frequent?d)a pipe, 
a bzoch and a knife, thereby to know ifthe Saluages 
had recourſe that wap, becauſe they could at that time ſe 
none ok them, but they were taken away befoze our re⸗ 
turne thither. | 

J returne now to our Saluages, who accoꝛding fo 
their appointment about one à clocke, came with 4 Ca⸗ 
noas to the ſhoare of the tland right over againſt vs, 
where they hav lodged the laſt night, and ſent one Canoa 
to vs with two of thoſe Saluages, who had bene a bo2d, 
and another, who then ſemed to haue command ofthem: 
foz though we perceined their williagnelle, pet he would 
not permit them to tome aboꝛd: but he hauing viewed 
vs and our ſhip, ſigned that he would go to the reſt of the 
company and returne againe. Pꝛeſentlp after their de⸗ 
parture it began to raine, and contiined all that after⸗ 
none, ſo as thep could not come to vs with their ſkins 
and furs,no2 we go to them. But after an how2e o2 there 
about, the thꝛee which had bene with vs befoze came as 
gaine, whom we had to our fire and conered then with 
our gownes. Our Captaine beſtowed a ſhirt vponhim, 
whom we thought to be their chiefe, who ſeemed neuer 
to haue ſcene any befoze 3 we gaue him a bꝛoch to hang 
about his necke, a great knife, and leſſer knives to the 
two other, and to euery one of them a combe and giade, 
the vſe whereof we ſhewed them: whercat they laughed 
and toke gladly; we vidualled them, and gaue them aqua 
vitæ, witch they taſted, but would by no meanes dꝛinke; 
our beueridge they liked well, we gaue them Sugar Can⸗ 
dy, Which after they had taſted they liked and deſired 
moe, and raiſone which were giuen them; and ſome of 
cuery thing they would reſerue to carry to their compa⸗ 
ny. Wherefszc we pittping their being in the raine, and 
tyereto;e 
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therefoze not able to get themſelues vicuall (as we 
thought) we gaue them bzead and fiſh. 

Thus becauſe we found the land a place anſwereable 
to the intent ofour diſcouerp, v1z. fit foz any nation to in⸗ 


ſhoꝛe, where were eight and twenty of them: and becauſe 
our ſhip rode nigh, we were but ſiue oz fixe : where foz 
kniues, glaſſes, combes and other trifles to the valew 
of foure oz fine ſhillings, we had 40 god Bea vers ſkins, 
Otters ſkins, Sables, and other ſmall ſking » which ws 
knewenot how to call. Our trade being ended, ma- 
nyofthem came abozd vs, and did eat by our fire, and 
would be verie merrie and vold , in regard of our kinde 
bſage of them. Towards night our Captaine went on 
ſhoꝛe, to haue a dꝛaught with the Sein oz Pet. And we 
carried two of them with vs, who maruelled fo fo vs 
catch fiſh with a net. Moſt of that we caught we gaue 
them and their company. Then on the ſhoze J learned 
the names of diners things ol them: and when they por- 
ceiued me to note them done, they would of themſelues, 
fetch fiſhes , and fruit buſhes, and ſtand by me to ſ& me 
waite their names. 

Our Captaine ſhewed them a ſtrange thing which 
they wondzed at. His ſwozd and mine hauing bene 
touched with the Loaditone, toke vp a knike, and held if 
faſt when they plucked it away , made the knife turne, 
being laid on a blocke, and touching it with his [word, 
made that take vp a needle, whereat they mach maruel⸗ 
led. This we did to cauſe them to imagine ſome great 
power in vs: and foz that to loue and feare vs.

habit, we vied the people with as great kindnes as we gcs. 
could deuiſe, oz found them capable of. 

The next day, being Saturday and the firſt of June, J We traded 


traded with the Saluages all the foꝛe- none vpon the unh che 


aluager. 


When we went on ſho2e t trade with them, in one of Their Bowes 


their Canoas J ſaw their bowes and arrowes , which J d Arrowes. 


toke vp and dzew an arrow in one of them, which J 
found to be ot᷑ ſtrength able to carry an arrow fiuc - fire 
C toze 
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ſcoꝛe ſfronglie: and one of them toke it and d2ew as we 
dꝛaw our bowes , not like the Indians. Their bow is 
made of Wlich Hazell, and ſome of Beech in faſhion much 
like our bowes , but they want nocks , onely a ffring of 
leather put thꝛough a hole at one end, and made faſt with 
a knot at the other. Their arrowes are made ot the lame 
wad, ſome of Aſh, big and long, with thze feathers tied 
on, and nocked very artificiallie : headed with the long 
ſhanke bone of a Dere , made very ſharpe with two 
fangs in manner ofa harping iron. They hane likewiſe 
Darts, headed with like bone, one of which J darted a- 
mong the rockes, and it bꝛake not. Thele they vſe very 
cunninglp, to kill fiſh, to wle and beaſts. | 

Our Captaine had two of them at ſupper with vs in 
his cabbin to ſ& their demeanure , and had them in pꝛe⸗ 
ſence at ſeruice : who behaned themſelues very ciuillp, 
neither laughing noz talking all the time, and at ſupper 
fed not like men of rude education, neither would they 
eat oʒ dzinke moze than ſ@med to content nature; they 
deſired peaſe to carry a ſhoze to their women, which we 
gaue them, with fiſh and bzead , and lent them pewter 
diſhes, which they carefully bzought againe. 
In ths euening another boat came to them on the 
ſhoze, and becauſe they had ſome Tabacco, which they 
bought foz their owne vſe,the other came foz vs, making 
ligne what they had, and offered to carry ſome of vs iu 
their baat, but foure oz five of vs went with them in our 
a wne boat: when we came on ſhoꝛe they gaue vs the beit 
welcome they could, ſpꝛeading fallow Deeres ſkins fo; 
vs to ſit on the gronnd by their fire , and gaue vs of their 
Tabacco in our pipes, which was erceilent, and ſo gene- 
rally commended or vs all to be as god as any we euer 
toke, being the ſimple leafe without any compoſition, 
ſtrong, and of ſweet taſte : they gaue vs ſome to carry to 
our Capfaine , whom they called our Baſhabes: neither 
did they require any thing fo2 it, but we would not re⸗ 
ceiue any thing from them without remuneration. 
Vers 
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re we ſaw foure of their women, who ted behind 
them, as deſirous to ſe vs, bat not willing to be ſene:foz 
befoze, whenſoeuer we came on ſhoze, they retired inte 
the weods, whether it were in regard of their owne natu⸗ 
rall modeſtie, being couered only as the men with the 


fo2eſaid Beauers ſkins , oz by the commanding iealouſiy The deſcriv:i- 
oftheir huſbands, which we rather ſuſpected , betauſe it on of their 


is an inclination much noted to be in Saluages; wherfoze 
we would by no meanes ſerme ts take any ſpeciall notice 
of them. They were very well fanoured in pꝛopoꝛtion 
ofcountenance, though coloured blacke, low of ature, 
and fat, bare headed as the men, wearing their haire 
long: they had two little male childzen ol a yeare and half 
old, as we iudged, very fat and of god countenances, 
which they loue tenderly, all naked, except their legs, 
which were couered with thin leather buſkins tewed, fa- 
ſtened with ſtrops to a girdle about their waſte, which 
they girde very ſtreight, and is decked round adout with 
little round peeces of red Copper; to theſe I gaue chaines 
and bzacelets, glaſſes, and other trifles, which the Sal- 
uages ſeemed to accept in great kindneſſe, 

At om comming away,we would haue had thoſe two 
that ſupped with vs, to go abozd and ſleepe , as thep hav 
pꝛomiſed: but it appeared their company would not fuf- 
fer them. Mhereat we might oaſtly perceine they were 
much greened : butnot long after our departure, they 
came with thze moze to our ſhip , ſigning to vs, that il 
one of our company would go lie on ſhoze with them, they 
would ſfay with vs. Then Owen Griffin (one ofthe two 
we were ts leaue in the Country , if we had thought it 
neevfull oz conuentent ) went with them in their Canoa, 
and; ot them ſtated aboꝛde vs, whom our whole compa⸗ 
ny very kindly vſed. Dur Captaine ſaw their lodging 
pꝛouided, and them lodged in an old ſaile vpon the Dzlop; 
and becauſe they mach feared our dogs, they were tied 
vp whenſoeuer any ofthem came aboꝛd vs. 

Owen Griffin, which lay on 2 choze, repo ted bnto 
2 me 
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rhe ceremo- me their maner, and (as J may terme them) the ceremo⸗ 
nies of 7 Sal- nies of their idolatry: which they perfoꝛme thus. One a⸗ 
uages in ther mong them (the eldeſt of the Company, as he iudged) ri⸗ 
idolatry. ſcth right vp, the other ſitting ſtill, and loking about, ſud⸗ 
denly cried with a loud voice, Bavgh, Waugh : then the 
women fall downe, and lie vpon the ground, and the men 
all together anſwering the ſame, fall a ſtamping round a- 
bout the fire with both feet , as hard as they can, making 
the around ſhake , with ſund2y out-cc1es , and change of 
voice and umd. Manp take the fire ſticks and thꝛuſt 
them into the earth, and then reſt awhile: ora ſudden bez 
ginning as befoze, they continue ſo ſtamping, till the yon- 
ger ſoꝛt fetched krem the ſhoꝛe many ſtones, of which eue⸗ 
ry man toke one, and firſt beat vpon them with their fire 
ſticks, then with the ſtones beat the earth with all their 
ſtrength. And in this maner (as he repoꝛted) they continu⸗ 
ed aboue two houres. | | 
They lie wich After this ended, they which haue wines fake them a⸗ 
the:r wives part, and withdzaw themſelues ſeuerally into the wod 
lecretly. all night. 

The next moꝛning, aſſone as thevſawthe Sunne riſe, 
they pointed to him to comme with them to our ſhippe: and 
hauing receiued their men from vs, they came with ue 
oꝛ ſixe of their Canoas and Companp houering about our 
ſhip : to whom (becauſe it was the Sabbath dap) 2 ſigned 
theyſhould depart, and at the next Sun riſing we would 
gee along with them ta their houſcs: which they vnder⸗ 
ſtod (as we thought) and de parted, ſome eftheir Canoas 
tour ſing about the Jland , and the other directly towards 
the maine. | 

This dap, about ſtue a clocke after none, came thꝛe 
otyer Canoas from the maine, cf which ſome hav beene 
with vs befoꝛe; and they came abo2d vs, and vꝛought vs 
Tabacto, which we toke with them in their pꝛpes, which 
wer made of earth, very ſtrong, blacke, and ſhoꝛt, contai⸗ 
ninga great quantity: ſome Tabaccothepgaue vatoour 
Captaine, and ſome tome, in very ciuill hind man er. We 

requited 
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requited them with bꝛead and peaze, which they taried to 
their Compan von ſhoꝛe, ſeeming very thankefull. After 
ſupper they returned with their Canoa to fetch vs a ſhoꝛe 
to take Tabacco with them there; with whom ſir oꝛ ſeuen 
of vs went, and caried ſome trifles , if peraduenture they 
had any trucke, among which J caried ſome few biſkets, 
to trv ifthey would erchange foꝛ them, ſeeing they ſo well 
like d to eat them. UWhen we came at ſhoꝛe, they moſt 
kindly entertained vs, taking vs by the hands, as they had 
obſerued we did to them aboꝛd, in token of welccme, and 
bꝛought vs to ſit downe by their re, where ſat together 
thirteene of them. They filled their Tabacco pipe, which 
was then the ſhoꝛt cla w ofa Lobſter, which will hold ten 
cfour pipes full, and we dꝛanke of their excellent Tabac⸗ 
to as much as we would with them; but we ſaw not anv 
great quantity to trucke foꝛ; and it ſeemed they had not 
much left ot old, foꝛ thevſpend a great quantity peerelv bp 
their continuall dꝛinking: and they would ſigne vnto vs, 
that it was growen pet but a fot aboue ground, and would 
be aboue a vard high, with a leafe as bꝛoad as both their 
hands. Thepoften would (by pointing to one part of the 
maine Caſtward) ſigne vnto vs, that their Baſhabes (that 
is, their Ring) had great plentv of Furres, and much Ta⸗ 


made ſigne that thev had there nothing to exchange; foꝛ 
(as J after ctonceiued ) thev had beene fiſhing and fowling, 
and fo came thither to lodge that night by vs: foꝛ when 
we were ready to come away, they ſhewed vs great cups 
made very wittily of barke, in fo2me almoſt ſquare, full cf 


a red berry about the bigneſſe ofa bullis, which they did en berrie 
cat, and gau? vs by handfuls; of which though J liked bi. t they 
not the taſte) vet J kept ſome , detauſe I would by no dee on. 


meanes but accept their kindnefle. Thevlhewedme itke- 
wife a great picce cf fiſh, wherecf J taſted, and it was fat 
like Boꝛnoiſe; and another kinde of great ſcaly fiſh, bꝛoi⸗ 
led on the ccales, much lie white Salmon, WH'!! tte 
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bacco. When we had lufficiently taken Tabacco with award &5 
thcin, J ſhewed ſome of our trifles fo2 trade; but they; grear Rue. 
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Frenchmen call Aloza , foz theſe they would haue had 
bꝛead; which Jrefuſed, becauſe in maner of exchange, J 
would alwayes make the greateſt eſtame J could cf our 
commodities whatſoeuer 3 although they ſaw aboꝛd our 
Captaine was liberall to giue them, to the end we might 
il allure them ſtill to frequent vs. Then they ſhewedme 
\þ | We had yong foure pong Gollings , fo2 which they required foure biſ- 
N Goſlings of kets, but J offered them two; which theytoke and were 
the Saluages. well content. 
| : At our departure they made ſigne, that if any of vs 
would ſtay there on ſhoze,ſome of them would go lie aboꝛd 
F bs : at Which motion two of our Company ſtaped with 
|| them, and th:e of the Saluages lodged with vs in maner 
as the night befoꝛe. 

lene 3. Carly the next moꝛning, being Pundap the third of 
June, when they had bꝛought our men abw2d, they came 
about our ſhip, earneſtly by ſignes deſiring that we would 
go with them along to the maine, fo2 that there they had 
Furres and Tabacco to traffique with vs. Wherefo:e our 
Captaine manned the light-hozſeman with as many men 
as he could well, which were about fifteene with rowers 
and all; and we went along with them. Two of their 
Canoas they ſent away befoꝛe, and they which lap abozd 

vs all night, kept company with vs to direct vs. 
Thei: Cano: This we noted as we went along, they in their Canoa 
outrowed vs, With thꝛee oarcs, would at their will go ahead of vs and a⸗ 
ll | bout vs, when we rowed with eight oares ſtrong; ſuch 
7 was their ſwiftneſſe, by reaſon of the lightnefſe andartift- 

tiall compoſition of their Canoa and oares. 

When we came nere the point where we (aw their 
fires, where they intended to land, and Where they ima- 
gined ſome few of vs would come on ſhoꝛe with our mer⸗ 
chandize , as we had accuſtomed befoꝛe; when they had 

often numbꝛed our men very diligently, they ſcoured a- 
way to their Campany, not doubting we would haue fol⸗ 
lowed them. But when we percetued this, and knew not 
either their intents, or number ol Saluages on the ſhoꝛe, 
our 
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our Captaine, after conſultation, ſtod off, aud weftcd them 
to vs, determining that J ſhould go on ſhoꝛe firſt to take a 
view of them, and what they had to traffique: if he, whom 
at our firſt ſight of them ſeemed to be of moft reſpect a⸗ 
mong them, and being then in the Canoa, would ſtap as 
a pawne foz mc. When they came to vs (notwithſtan⸗ 
ding all our foꝛmer courfefles) he vtterly refuſed ; but 
would leaue a vong Saluage : and foꝛ him our Captaine 
ſent Griffin in their Canoa, while we lap hulling a little 
off, Griffin at his returne tepoꝛted, they had there aſſem⸗ 
bled together, as he mumbzed them, two hundzed eighty ger 
thꝛee Saluages, euerp one his bowe and arrowes, with 
their dogges , and wolues which they keepe tame at com: 
mand, and not any thing to exchange at all 3 but would 
haue dꝛawen vs further vp into a little narrow noke of a 
riuer, foꝛ their Furres, as thev pꝛetended. 
Theſe things conſidered , we began to topne them in 
the ranke of other Saluages , who haue bene by trauel⸗ 
lers in molt diſcoveries found very trecherous : neuer at- 
tempting miſchtefe,vntill by ſome remiſnclle, fit oppo2tu- 
nity affo2deth them certaine ability to execute the ſame. 
Wherefoze after god aduice taken, we determined ſo 
(one as we could to take ſome of them, leaſt(being ſufpiti- 
| ous we had diſcouered their plots ) they ſhould abſent 
themſelues from vs. 
Tueldap „the fourth of June, our men take Cod and Fiſh in the 
Yadocke with hoks by our ſhip fide , and Lobffers very Harbow 
great: which befoze we had not tried. 
About eight a clocke this day we went on ſhoꝛe with 
our boats, to fetch abozd water and wad , our Captnine 
leauing woꝛd with the Gumner in the ippe:, by daſchar- 
ging a muſket, to giue notice if thep eſpied any Canoa 
comming : which they did about ten aclocke. Ye theres 
foze being carefull they ſhould be kindly entreated, reque- 
ſted me to go abw2d , intending with diſpatch to make 
what haſte after he poſſibly could. TWhen J came to the 
ſhip, there were two Canoas, and in either af them thai 
Saluages, 
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Salnages; of whom two were below at the fire, the o- 
ther ſtaied in their Canoas about the ſhip 3 and becauſe 
we could not entice them aboꝛd, we gane them a Canne 
ol peaſe and bzead , which they carried to the ſhoꝛe to cat. 
But one of them bꝛought backe our Canne pzeſently and 
ſtaid abozd with the other two; foꝛ he being pong, of a 
ready capacity, and one we moſt deſired to bzing with vs 
into England, had recciued excæding kinde vlage at our 
hands, and was therefoze much delighted in our compa⸗ 
ny. Whenour Captaine was come, we conſulted how 
to catch the other thzo& at ſhoze , which we perto2zmed 

thus. 
Our manner UWemanned the light hozſeman with 7 02 d men, one 
4 n the fanding befoze carried our bor of Parchandiſe , as we 
nge. were wont when J went to traffique with them, and a 
i platter of peaſe, which meat they loued : but befoze we 
were landed, one of them (being to ſuſpittouſly fearcfull 
of his owne god) withdzew himſelfe into the wod. The 
other two met vs on the ſhoze ſive, to receive the peaſe, 
with whom we went vp the Cliffe to their fire and ſate 
downe with them, and whiles we were diſcuſſing how 
fo catch the third man who was gone, J opened the bor, 
and ſhewed them trifles to exchange, thinking thereby to 
haue baniſht feare from the other, and dꝛawen him to re⸗ 
turne: but when we could nst, we vled little delay, but 
. faddenly laid hands vpon them. And it was as much as 
ij ſiue 02 ſixe of vs could doe to get them into the light hoꝛſe⸗ 
i man. Foꝛ they were ſtrong and ſo naked as our beſt hold 
4 was by their long haire on their heads: and we would 
haue bene verp loath to haue done them any hurt, which 
ofneceſſity we had bene conſtrained to haue done if we 
had altempted them in a multitude, which we muſt and 
We caught Would; rather than haue wanted them, being a matter of

The next day we made an end of getting our wod a- 
bo2d, and filled our empty caſke with water. 
Thurſday, the 6 of Func , we ſpent in beſtowing the 
Canoas vpon the ozlop ſafe from hurt, becauſe they wers 
ſubiea to bzeaking , which our Captaine was carcfull to 
p2cucnk. 
Saturday, the eight of June (our Capfaine being de⸗ 
ſirous to finiſh ail bulincſie about this harbour) very ear⸗ 
ly in the moꝛning, with the ltghthozſeman, coaſted flue 
oꝛ ſixe leagues about the Flands adioining, and ſounded 
al! along Whereſocuer we went. Ye likewiſe diligently 
ſearched the mouth of the Barbour , and about the rocks 
which ſhew them ſelues at all times, and are an excellent 5,45 .. 
bꝛeach of the water, ſo as no Dea can come in to offend bout the 
the Harbour. This he did to infkruct himſelſe, and theres 19cks and 
by able to direc others that ſhall happen to come to this 323 
place. Foꝛ cuery where both nere the rocks, inallfoun- 
dings about the Jlands, we neuer found lefſe water than 
foure and five fathoms, which was ſeldome; but ſeuen, 
eight. nine and ten fathoms is the continnall ſounding by 
the ſhoꝛe. Jn ſomeplaces much deeper vponclayp oaʒe 0z 
ſoft ſand : ſo that if any bound foꝛ this place, ſhould be ei 
ther dꝛiuen oz ſcanted with winds he ſhall be able (with 
his directions) to recouer ſafelp his harbour moſt ſecurely 
in water cnongh by foure ſeuerall paſſages , moze then 
which J thinke no man of indgement will deſire as 
necellarte. 
Wpon one ef the Zlands (becauſe it had a pleaſant ſan- 
dy Coue foꝛ ſmall barks to ride in) we landed, and found 
hard by the ſhoze a pond offreth water, which flowed 0- A Ponce of 
uer the banks, ſomewhat ouergrowen with little ſhrub ff! Water. 
trees, and ſearching vp in the Jland, we-ſaw it icd with a 
ſtrong run, which with mall labour, and little time, 
might be made to dꝛiue a mill. In this Jland, as in the 
other, were ſpzuce trees ofextellent timber and height, 
able to mall ſhips of great burthen. 
While we thus ſounded CO place fo another -

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ſo god diepes, our Captaine to make ſome triall ofthe 
fiſhing himſelfe, cauſed a hoke oꝛ two to be caſt out at the 
mouth ofthe harbour, not aboue halle a league from our 
ſhip, where in ſmall time only, with the baits which they 
cut from the fiſh and thꝛer hots , we got fiſh enough foꝛ 
our whole Company (though now augmented ) fo2 the 
daies. Which J omit not torepozt, becauleit ſheweth 
how great a pzofit the fiſhing would be, they being ſo 
pientifull, ſo great, and ſo god, with ſuch convenient dzy- 

ing as can be wiſhed, nere at hand vpon the Kocks. 
This dap, about one a clocke after none, came from 
the Eaſtward two Canoas abozd vs, wherein was he 
that reiuſed to ſtay with vs foz a pawne, and with him 
ſir other Saluages which we had not ſcene befoꝛe, who 
had beautified themſelues after their manner very gal- 
lantly, though their clothing was not differing from the 
fozmer, yet they had newly painted their faces very deep, 
ſome all blacke, ſome red, with ſtripes ok excellent blew 
ouer their vpper lips, noſe and chin. Dne of them ware a 
kinde of Cozonet about his head, made very cunningly, 
of a ſubſtance like ſtiffe haire coloured red, bꝛoad, and 
moꝛe then a handfull in depth, which we imagined to be 
ſome enſigne of his ſuperioꝛitie: foꝛ he ſo much eſteemed 
it as he would not fo2 any thing exchange the ſame, O⸗ 
ther ware the white feathered ſkins of ſome fowle, round 
about their head, tewels in their eares, and b2acclets of 
little white round bone, faſtned together vpon a leather 
ſtring. Theſe made not any ſhew that they had notice of 
the other befoze taken, but we vnderſtod them by their 
pech and fignes, that they came (entfrom the Baſhabes, 
and that his defirc was that we would bꝛing vp our ſhip 
which they call as their owne boats, a Quiden) to his 
houle, being, as they pointed, vpon the main towards the 
Calt , from whence they came, and that he would cx- 
change with vs foz Furres and Tabacco. But becauſe 
our Compaiy was but ſmall, and now our deſire was 
with lped todilconer vp the riuer, we let them vnder- 
ſtand, 
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ſtand, that ik their Baſhabes wonld come to vs, he Could 
be welcome, but we would not remoue to him. Which 
when they vnderſtod (receiuing of vs bzead and ſiſh. and 
euer ofthem a knife) they departed; ſoz we had then no 
will to ſtay them long abozd , leaſt they ſhould diſcouer 
the other Saluages which we had towed below. 
Tueldap, the 11 of June, wepaſſed vp into the riuer 


had rather not wꝛite, then by my relation to detraa from 
the wozthinelle thereof. Foz the Niuer, beſides that it is 
ſubtec by ſhipping to bꝛing in all traffiques of Parchan⸗ 
diſe, a benefit alwaies accounted the richeſt treaſurp td 
any land: foz which cauſe our Thames hath that due de⸗ 
nomination, and France by her nauigable Riuers recei- 
ucth hir greateſt wealth; pet this place of it ſelfe from 
God and nature affw2deth as much diuerſitie of god 
commodities, as any reaſonable man can wilh , foz pze- 
ſent habitation and planting. 

Che firſt and chiefeſt thing required, is a bold coaſt 
and faire land to fall with; the next, a ſafe harbour foz 
ſhips to ride in. 

The firſt is a ſpeciall attribute fo this ſhoꝛe, being moſt 
free from ſands oz dangerous rocks in a continuall god 
depth, with a moſt excellent land- fall, which is the firſt J- 
land we fell with, named by vs, Saint Georges Iland. 
Foz the ſecond, by judgement of our Captaine, who 
knoweth moſt of the coaſt of England, and moſt of other 


Countries, (hauing-bene experienced by imployments gd amy ot 


in dilcoueries and trauels from his childhod) and by opi⸗ 
nion of others of god iudgement in our ſhippe, here are 
moꝛe god harbours to; ſhips of all burthens , than Eng- 
land can affw2d, and far moze ſecure from all winds and 
weathers, than anyin England, Scotland, France oz 
Spaine. Foz beſides without the Kiver in the channcl!, 
and ſounds about the ilands adioining to the mouth ther- 
of, no better riding can be deſired fo2 an infinite number 
of ſhips.

The Land, Beſides , the bo2dering land is a moſt rich neighbour 
trending all along on both ſides, in an equall plaine, net- 
ther mountain2us no2 rocky , but verged with a greene 
bozduro efgrafle, doth make tender vnto the beholder of 
hir pleaſant fertility, if by clenſing away the wods He 
were tonuerted into meddow. 

The wood The wod ſhe beareth is not ſhꝛubbiſh fit only ſoꝛ few⸗ 
ell, but godly tall Firre, Spꝛute, Birch, Bech, Dke, 
which in many places is not ſo thicke, but may with 
fmall labour be made feeding ground, being plentifi:!! 
like the outward Jlands with freth water: , which ſtrea- 
meth downe in many places. 5 

As we paſſed with a gentle winde vp with our ſhip in 
this Kiuer, any man map conceius with what admirati⸗ 
on we all conſented in top, any of dur Company who 
had beene trauellers in ſundzy conntrics; and in the moſt 
famous Rtaers pet affirmed them not tomparable to this 
they now beheld, Some that were with Sir Walter Ra- 
legh in his voyage to Guiana, inthediſcouery ofthe Ni⸗ 

uer 
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uer Orenoque , winch echoed fame to the woꝛlds cares, 
gaue reaſons why it was not to be compared with this, 


which wanteth the dangers ckmany Sheulcs , and bꝛo⸗ 


ken groimd, wherewith that was incombꝛed. Ot ers be- 
foꝛe that nofable River in the Weſt Indies called Rio 
Grande ; ſome befoꝛe the River of Loye-, the Riner 
Seine, and cf Burdeaux in France; luhich although they be 
great and godly Kiuers, pet it is no detracion from them 
to be atcounted inferiour to this, which not only veeldeth 
al the foꝛcſaid pleaſant pꝛofits, but alſo appeared infallibly 
to bs ſcee from all inconueniences. 

J wil! not p2cicr it befoze our riuer of Thames, becauſe 
it is Englands richeſt treaſure ; but we all did with thoſe 
excellent Harbours, god deeps ina continuall conuenient 
b2edth and {mall tide gates, to be aſwell therein foz our 
countrics god, as we found the hcre(bepond our hopes) 
in certaine, ?o2 thoſe to whom it ſhall pleaſe God fo grant 
ti;.3 land foz habitation ; which if it had, with the other 
inſeparable adherent commonities here to be found; then 
J would boldly affirme it to be the moſt rich, beautifull, 
large ⁊ ſeture harbouring riuer that the woꝛld affoꝛdeth. 

Medneſdap, the twelfth of June, our Captaine manned 
his light hoꝛſeman with 17 men, and ranne vp from the 
ſhip riding inthe riner vp to the codd thereof, where we 
landed, leauing ſir to kepe the light-hozſeman till our res 
turne. Ten of vs with our ſhot, and ſome armed, with a 
boy to carry powder and match, marched vp tnfo the 
countrep towards the mountaines, which we deſcried at 
our firſt falling with the land. Unto ſome ofthem the ri- 
uer bꝛought vs ſo nære, as we iudged our ſelnes when 
we landed to haue beene within a league ofthem: but

we marched vp about foure miles in the maine, and pal⸗ . marched

topaſſe any further, being all very weary of fo tedious

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In this march we paſſed ouer very god ground, plea⸗ 
ſant and fertile, fit fo2 paſture, foz the ſpace of lome th2ee 
miles, hauing but little wod, and that Ohe like ſtands 
left in our paſtures in England, god and great, fit timber 
foꝛ any vſe. Some ſmall Birch, Bazle and Bzake, which 
might in (mall time with lew men be cleanſed and made 
god arable land: but as it now is will feed cattell of all 
kindes with fodder enough foz Summer and Unter. 
The ſoile is blacke, bearing ſund p hearbs , grafie , and 
ſtrawberries bigger than ours in England. In many 
places are lowe Thicks like our Copiſſes of ſmall pong 
wood. And ſurely it did all reſemble a ſtatelp Parke, 
wherein appeare ſome old trees with high withered tops, 
and other flouriſhing with liuing grene boughs. Upon 
the hilles grow notable high timber trees, maſts fo2 ſhips 
of 400 tun: and at the bottome of euerp hill, a little run 
offreſh water: but the furtheſt and laſt we paſſed, ranne 
with a great ſtreame able to dꝛiue a mill. 

We might ſee in ſome places where fallow Derre and 
Hares had beene, and by the roting of ground we ſuppo⸗ 
ſed wilde Bogs had ranged there, but we could deſcrie no 
beaſt, becauſe our noiſe ſtill chaſed them from vs. 

We were no ſoner come abw;d our light-hozſeman, 
returning towards our ſhip, but we eſpied a Canoacom- 
ming from the further part of the Cod of the riuer Caſt⸗ 
ward, which haſted fo vs; wherin, with two others, was 
he who refuſed to ſtay foꝛ a pawne : and his comming 
was very earneſtlp impoꝛting to haue one of our men to 
go lie on ſhoze with their Baſhabes (who was there on 
ſhoze, as they ſi gned) and then the next mozninghe would 
tome to our ſhip with many Furres and Tabacco. This 
we perceiued to be only a mere deuice to get poſſeſſion of 
any of our men, to ranſome all thoſe which we had taken, 
which their naturall policy could not ſo ſhadow , but we 
did eaſily diſcouer and pꝛeuent. Theſe meanes were by 
this Saluage pꝛadiſed, becauſe we had one of his kinſe- 
men pziſoner » as we iudged by his moſt kinde vſace of 

him 
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him being abozd vs together. 

Thuridap, the 13 cf June, by two aclocke in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning (becauſe dur Captaine would take the helpe and ads 
uantageofthe tide) in the light hoꝛſeman with our Com⸗ 
pany well pꝛouided and furniſhed with armour and ſhot 
both to defend and offend ; we went from our ſhip vp to 
that part of the riuer which trended Weſtward into the 
maine, to ſearch that: and we carried with vs a Croſſe, 
to ered at that point, which (becauſe it was not daylight) 
we leſt on the ſhoze vntill our returne backe; when we 
ſet it vp in maner as the fozmer, Foz this (by the way) We let vp an- 
we diligently obſerued, that in no place, either about the ocher crolle. 
Jlands , oz vp in the maine, oz alongſt the riuer , we 
could diſcerne any token oꝛ ſigne, that euer any Chziſti- 
an had bene befoze 3 of which either by cutting wod, dig⸗ 
ging foz water, oꝛ ſetting vp Croſſes(a thing neuer omit⸗ 
ted by any Chziſtian trauellers) we ſhould haue percei⸗ 
ued ſome mention left. 

But to returne to our riuer, further vp into which we 
then rowed by eſtimation twenty miles, the beauty and 
godneſſe wherof J can not by relation ſuffictently de⸗ 
monſtrate. That which J can ſay in generall is this: 
Muhat p;ofit oz pleaſure ſoeuer is deſcribed and truly ve⸗ 
rified in the foꝛmer part of the riuer, is wholly doubled in Conueniency 
this; fo2 the bꝛedth and depth is ſuch, that any ſhip dzaw- of traniporta- 
ing 17 0218 fot water, might haue paſſed as farre as wen 
went with our light hoꝛſman, and by all our mens indge⸗ 
ment much further, becauſe we lelt it in ſo god depth and 
b:edth ; which is ſo much the moꝛe to be eſlemed ol grra⸗ 
ter wozth, by how much it trendeth further vp into the 
maine: foz from the plate of our ſhips riding in the Yar- 
bour at the entrance into the Sound, to the furtheſt part 
we were in this riuer, by our eſtimation was not much 
leſle than thꝛerſcoze miles. 5 | 
From ech banke of this river are diners bꝛanching 
fircames into the maine, wherby is affw2ded an vnſpeak⸗ 


able pzofit by the conueniency of tranſpoztation _ 
p 
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place to plate, which in ſome countries is both chargea- 
ble, and not ſo fit, by cariages on waine, oz hozſebache. 

Vere we (ſaw great ſto2e of ſiſi ſome great, leaping a- 
doue water, which we iudged to be Salmons, All along 
is an excellent mould of ground. The wod in moſt pla- 
ces, eſpecially on the Eaſt ſide, very thinne, chiefly oke 
and ſome (mall pong birch , boꝛdering low vpon the ri⸗ 
uer; all fit foz medow and paſture ground: anb in that 
(pace we went, we had on both ſides the riuer many 
plaine plots of medow, ſome of thze& oꝛ foure acres, ſome 

Mcddow and Ofeight oz nine: ſo as we iudged in the whole to be be⸗ 

Grafle, tweene thirty and fozty acres of god grafſe , and where 
the armes run out into the Paine, there likcwiſe went a 
ſpace on both ſides of cleere graſſe, how far we know not, 
in many places we might (c paths made to come downe 
fothe watering. 

The excellencie of this part ofthe Riuer, foz his god 
b:eadth, depth, and fertile bozdering ground, did lo ra⸗ 
uiſh vs all with varietp of pleaſantneſle, as we could 
not tell what to commend, but only admircd; ſome com: 
pared it to the Riuer Scuerne, (but in a higher degree) 
and we all concluded (as J verily thinke we might right- 
ly) that we ſhould neuer ſe the like Riuer in euerp degree 
equall, vntill if pleaſed God we beheld the ſame againe. 
Fo: the farther we went, the moze pleaſing it was to e⸗ 
uerp man, alluring vs fill with expeaation ok better, ſo 
as our men, although they had with great labour rowed 
long and eat nothing (2 we carried with vs no vichuall, 

vie were but a little che&ſe and bꝛead) pet they were ſo refreſhed 
loath to lcaue With the pleaſant beholding thereof, and ſo loath to fe2- 
this Nuer. lake it, as ſome of them affirmed, they would haue conti⸗ 
nued willingly with that oncly fare and labour 2 dates; 

but the tide not ſuffering vs to make any longer ſtay (be- 

cauſe we were to come backe with the tide) and our Caps 

taine better knowing what was fit then we, and better 

what they in labour were able to endure, being verie 

loath to make anꝑ deſperate hazard, where lo little _ 

tie 
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ſitie required, thought it beſt to makereturne; betauie 
whither we had diſtouered was ſuffitient to conceine 
that the iuer ran very far into the land. Foz we paſſed 
ſix orſeuen miles altoge ider froſh'water(whetebf we all 
dꝛanke) foꝛted vp by the flowing of the Salt: which after 
à great while eb, where we left it, by bꝛeadth of channell 
and depth of water was likely to run by eſtimation of our 
whole company an vnknowen way farther : the ſearch 
wherent aur Captaine hath left till his. returne, ifit ſhatl 
ſo pleare God to diſpofe of him and vs. 

Foz we hauing now by the direction of the omnipotent 
diſpoſer of all god intents (far beyond the period of our 
hopes) fallen with ſo bold a coaſt , found ſo excellent and 
ſecure harbaur, foz as many ſhips as any nation pꝛofeſ- 
ſing Chꝛiũt is able to ſetfozth to Sea, diſcouered a Riuer, 
which the All · creating God, with his moſt liberall hand, 
bath made abone repozt notable with his fozefaid bleſ⸗ 
ſings, bozdered with a land, whole pleaſant fertility be⸗ 
w2ateth it ſelfe to be the garden ofnature,Wherin ſhe on⸗ 
ly intended to delight hir ſelle; having hitherto obſcured 
it to any, except to a purblind generation, whoſe vnder⸗ 
ſtanding it hath pleaſed Cod ſo tö darken, as they can 
neither diſcerne, vſe, oz rightly eſteeme the bnnaluable 
riches in middeſt whereof they line ſenſually content 
with the barke and outward tinde, as neither knowing 
theſwetnes ofthe inward marrow, noz acknowledging 
the Deity ofthe Almighty giuer : hauing J ſay thus far 
pꝛoceæded, and hauing ſome of the inhabitant nation (ot 
beſt vnderſtanding we ſaw among them) who (learning 
our language) ma be able to giue vs further infiruction, 
concerning all the pzemiſed particulars, as alſo of their 
gouernours , and gouernment, ſituation offownes, and 
what elſe ſhall be conuenient, which by no meanes other- 
wiſe we could by any obſeruation ol our ſelues learne in a 
long time: our Captaine now wholy intended his pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion foz ſpeedy returne. Foꝛ although the time of yeere

Sunday , the 16 of June, the winde being faire, and 
becauſe we had (ct out of England bpona Sundap, made 
the ilands vpon a Ounday , and es we doubt not (by 
Gods appoiniment) happilp fell into our harbour vpen 
a Sunday; ſo now (deſœching him ſtill with like pꝛoſpe⸗ 
rity to bleſſe our returne into England onr country, and 
from thente with his god will and pleaſure to haſten our 
next arriuall there) we waied Anker and quit the Land 
vpon a Sunday. 

Tueſdap, the 18 dap, being not run aboue zo leagues 
from land, and our Captaine foꝛ his certaine knowledge 
how to fall with the coaſt, hauing ſounded euerp watch, 
and from 40 fathoms had come into god deeping, to 70, 
and ſo to an hundzed : this dap the weather being faire, 
after the koure a clocke watch, when we ſuppoſed not fo 
haue found ground ſo farre from land, and befoze ſounded 
in aboue 100 fathoms , we had ground in 24 fathomes. 
UWUherefoze our lailes being downe, Ihomas King boat- 
ſwaine, pꝛeſently caſt ont a hoke, and befoze he iudged it 
at ground, was fiſhed and haled vp an excæding great 
and well fed Cod: then there were caſt out 3 02.4 moꝛe, 
and the fiſh was ſo plentifull and ſo great, as when our 
Captaint᷑ would haue ſet ſaile, we alldeſircd him to ſuf- 
fer them ts take fiſh a while, becauſe we were fo delight⸗ 
ed to ſe them catch ſo great fiſh, ſo faſt as the hoke came 
downe : ſome with playing with the hoke they toke by 
the backe, and one ofthe Bates with twohwokes at a 


lead at fiue dꝛaughts together haled vp tenne fiſhes ; all 
E 2 were 
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were generally very great, ſome they mcaſured tobe fine 
fot long, and the lot about. 

This cauſed our Captaine not to maruell at the ſhoul⸗ 

A fing ding, foꝛ he perceiued it was a fiſh banke; which (ſoz our 

banke, farewell from the land) it pleaſed God in continuance of 
his bleſſings,to giue vs knowledge ok: the abundant pꝛo⸗ 
fit whereof ſhould be alone (ifficient cauſe to dzaw men 
againe, if there were no other god both in p2eſent cer⸗ 
taine, and in hope pꝛobable to be diſcouered. To ampli⸗ 
fie this with woꝛds, were to adde light to the Sunne: fo2 
euerp one in the ſhippe could eaſily account this pꝛeſent 
commodity ; much moꝛe thoſe of iudgement, which knew 
w:at belonged to fiſhing , would warrant (by the helpe 
of God) in a ſhoꝛt voyage with few god filhers to make 
a mo2e pzofitable returne from hence than from Neu- 
found land: the ſiſh being ſo much greater, better fed, 
and abundant with traine; of which ſome they deſired, 
and did bzing into England to deſtow among their 
friends, and to teſtifie the true repozf. 

After, we kept our courſe direalp fo2 England & with 
o2dinary winds, and ſometime calmes , vpon Sunday 
the 14 of July about fir a clocke at night, we were come 

We came in- into ſounding in our channell, but with darke weather 

to ſounding. and contrary winds, we were conſtrained to beat vp and 
downe till Tu:ſday the 16 of July, when by fine a clocke 
in the mozning we made Sylly; from whence, hindercd 
with calmes and ſmall winds, vpon Thurſday the 18 of 
July abont foure a clocke after none, we came into 
Dartmouth: which Hauen happily (with Gods gract- 
ous aſſiſtance) we made our laſt and firſt Harbour in 
England. 

Further, J haue thought fit here to adde ſome things 
wozthy to be regarded, which we haue obſerued from 
the Saluages ſince we toke them. 

Firlt, although at the tine when we ſarpziſed them, 
they made their beſt reſiſtance, not knowing our purpoſe, 
no; what we were, noz how we meant to vſe them; yet 

after 
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after yerceiuing by their kinde vlage we intended them no 
harme, they haue neuer ſince ſeemed diſcontented with vs, 
but very tradable, lomng, + willing by their beſt mcanes 
to ſatiſtie vs in any thing wi demand of them, by wo2ds 
oꝛ ſignes foꝛ their vnderſtanding : neither haue they at as 
ny time bene at the leaſt diſcozd among themſelues; in⸗ 
ſomuch as we haue not ſeene them angry, but merry; and 
fo kinde, as if vou giue any thing to one of them, he will 
diſtribute part to euerv one of the reſt. 

Ae haue bꝛought them to vnderſtand ſome Englith, 
and we vnderſtand much of their language; ſo as we are 
able to aſke them many things. And this we haue obler⸗ 
ued, that tf we ſhew them any thing, and aſke them if 0 
they hauc it in their countrey, they will tell you if they 
haue it, and the vſe of it, the differente from ours in big⸗ 
neſſe, colour, oꝛ fo2me : but if thev haue it not, be it a thing 
ncuer ſo pꝛecious, they wil dente the knowledge of it. 

Thep haue names fo2 many ſtarres, which thep will 
ſhew in the firmament. 

They ſhew great reuerente to their Bing, and are in 
great ſubiection to their Gouernours: and they will hew 
a great reſpect to anv we tell them are our Commanders. 

They ſhew the maner how they make bꝛead of their 
Indian wheat, and how they make butter and cherle of 
the milkec they haue of the Rain Deere and Fallo-Deere, 
which they haue tane as we haue Cowes. 

Thep haue excellent colours. And hauing ſeene our Indico and o- 
Indico, they make che w of it, oꝛ of ſome other like thing e excelent 
which maketh as god a blew. nar Bn 

Dne eſpcciall thing is their mancr of killing the 
Whale, which they call Powde we; and will deſcribe his

bout their houſcs ſoꝛ pꝛouiſion: and when they bei!c them, 
they blow off the fat, and put to their pcaze, matz, and 


other pulſe, which they eat.
